| Announcement That Wilson 


Had Carried California and 
Been Elected Followed by 
Great Celebration in Na- 
tional Capital.

Washington, November 9.—(Special.) 
Washington is delirious with joy to- 
night over the glorious and long-de- 
ferred victory of President Wilson. 
The capital is preparing to give the 
peaceful conqueror .of the west the 
greatest ovation upon his return here 
on Saturday ever accorded any man, 
even a returning military chieftain. 

The slogan of the Baltimore conven- 
tion of four years ago, “Win the West 
With Wilson,” has been vindicated this 
year. The democratic ticket after los- 
ing in New York and New Jersey, in 
Illinois and Indiana, has been swept 
to victory on the shores of the Pacific. 

Congressional returns, which were 
nearly completed tonight, assures 
President Wilson, in the forthcoming 
acministration, a democratic senate, 
but, with five districts still undecided, 
the best that the democrats could claim 
at midnight was a plurality of four 
votes in the house. 

Upon the basis of revised returns the 
democrats have elected 215 members of 
the house and the republicans 211. In 


addition there have been elected one in- 


dependent, one socialist, one progres- 
sive and one progressive-protectionist. 
Four districts in West Virginia, two 
of them normally democratic and two 
republican, and one district in New 
Mexico, are still undecided. If these 
districts do not change, the democrats 
will have 217 and the republicans 214, 
a plurality .of only three. As there 
will be four members of other minority 
parties, a working majority for the 
democrats is impossible unless some of 
the minority members should choose to 
cast their lot with the administration 
forces. 
Majority in Senate. 

The senate, according to latest fig- 
ures, will consist of 54 democrats and 
42 republicans, a majority of 12. The 
democratic majority in the present sen- 
ate is 16. The only development in the 
Situation today was the 
strongly indicated election of A. A. 
Jones, the democratic candidate in New 
Mexico, who was leading his republi- 
can opponent, Frank A. Hubbell, by a 
majority which democratic leaders re- 
garded as safe. 

An unusual feature of the result is 
the election of the first woman to con- 


gress, Miss Jeannette Rankin, republi- 
can, apparently having been elected 
in Montana.

The official count begins Monday 
and we shall watch the counting of 
every vote in every county seat in the 
state.

GERMANY FAVORS 
LEAGUE OF PEACE 


___| Chancellor’ von Bethmann- 


Hollweg Tells Reichstag 
Germany Will Join Peace 
League After War. 


Berlin, November 9.—(Via Sayville.) 
The attitude of Germany in regard to 
the proposal for an international union 
to enforce peace was made known be- 
fore the main committee of the reichs- 
tag today by Chancellor von Beth- 
man-Hollweg. 

He reviewed the situation leading up 
to the declaration of war in Europe 
and attributed the real cause to Rus- 
sian mobilization July 30-81 (1914). 

“After the news of the general Rus- 
sian mobilization Germany did not mob- 
ilize at once, but at first only proclaim- 
ed a state of threatened danger of war, 
which was by no means mobilization,” 
he said. “This was communicated 
to the Russian government, and it was 
added that mobilization must follow if 
Russia did not stop all war measures 
against Germany and Austria-Hungary 
within twelve hours, and if it did not 
inform Germany in clear fashion that 
this had been done. Thus Russia once 
more was given a delay, even when as 
a@ result of Russian guilt war already 
seemed unavoidable. Likewise, Rus- 
sia’s allies and friends were given the 
possibility of still using their influ- 
ence with Russia, in the same direction 


»|as Germany with her ally, Austria-Hun-

Fargo, N. D., November 9.—North 
Dakota’s five votes in the electoral col- 
lege were conceded to President Wilson 
tonight by William Lemke, chairman of 
the republican state central committee, 
when returns from all but 83 precincts 
in the state gave the president a plu- 
rality of 1,560 over Hughes.

CALIFORNIA VOTE 


Vote So Close It May Be Neces- 
sary to Hold Official 
Count. 


Sacramento, Cal., November 9.—Be- 
cause of the closeness of the contest 
between President Wilson and Charles 
E. Hughes in California, it was pre- 
dicted this afternoon by Secretary of 
State Frank C. Jordan that there is 
likely to be a split tn the electoral vote 
of the two parties. 

Jordan said he was.so sure that some 
of both the republican and democratic 
electors will be chosen that he has al- 
ready decided to ask both parties to 
delegate representatives to be present 
when the official count is made. 

The count will probably start about 


count of votes has been made by the

Jordan says there is no provision 
of law providing for a recount where 
the election for presidential electors is 
close, “congress relying upon the cer- 
tification of the state’s chief executive 
as the count has been made by the sec- 
retary of state.

There are several other cases in the 
history of California where presiden- 
tial elections have been so close as 
to split the electoral vote, says Jordan.

San -Francisco, November 9.—Possi- 
bility of a split electoral vote is not 
at all remote-in California, and espe-

In California presidential electors are 
voted in party groups, each having 
thirteen.

Federal Government Not 
Concerned Even If Fraud 
Is Shown—Electors Are 
Considered Officers. 


Washington, November 9%.—Govern- 
ment officials here were deeply inter- 
ested and not a little concerned over 
today’s announcements from democratic 
and republican campaign leaders that 
contests might be expected, with a 
possibility of legal proceedings, over 
the votes for presidential electors in 
several of the close. states. 

Examinations of the decisions of the 
supreme court and of the revised stat- 
utes disclosed that electors are plainly 
regarded as state officers. The highest 
court has held in two leading cases 
that questions of their proper or im- 
proper choice are for state election of- 
ficers or state courts to determine, and 
that the federal government is nc& law- 
fully concerned even if fraud is shown. 

When congress meets to receive the 
votes it is still possible for a majority 
to reverse the certified results from 
any state in certain cases. As the votes 
are reud to the joint session, the stat- 
utes give the right to any member of 
either house to object, the objections 
to be considered in separate session. 
When only one return has been made 
from a state, congress cannot overturn 
the certified result, except the two 
houses concurrently may reject any 
vote where it appears not to have been

Where more than one certificate for a 
state has been sent, the vote of those 
electorg who the two houses shall con- 
currently decide have been supported 
in a contest by the proper state author- 
ities, shall be received and accredited. 
Where there has been no determina- 
tion of a contest by state authorities 
and there is more than one certificate 
returned, the choice as to those prop- 
erly selected is with the two houses.

Upon the question of state jurisdic- 
tion over choice of electors, several 
cases have been before the supreme 
court, but apparently none directly on 
the question of jurisdiction of a re- 
count of such electoral votes. In 1890, 
in a Virginia case upon prosecution 
for fraudulent voting for electors, Jus- 
tice Gray said the only powers of the 
federal government with regard to the 
appointment or the votes of presiden- 
tial electors “are those which author- 
ize congress to determine the time and 
the day on which they shall give their 
votes, and which direct that certifi- 
cates of their votes shall be opened by 
the president of the senate in the pres- 
ence of both houses and the votes be 
then counted. Although electors are 
appointed under the constitution they 
are no more officers or agents of the 
United States than are members of the 
state legislatures when acting as el@ac. 
tors or federal senators.” In the Hayes- 
Tilden contest of 1878, before a joint 
congressional commission, it was held 
that the states, and not the federal 
government, provide the means for 
verification of the returns on votes

DANGEROUS DELAY. 

Whatitis we do not profess to know, nor 
are we at this time charging any tampering 
with the ballot, but we do know that there 
is something radically wrong when the 
forty-eighth hour following the closing of 
the polis finds any state “still in doubt.” 

The nation more than two full days after 
the counting of the ballots had begun every- 
where last Tuesday evening did not know 
which of the two nominees had been elected 
president of the United States! The world, 
it might be said, stood holding its breath in 
suspense and uncertainty as to the outcome 
ef the world-important election because not 
enough of the ballots in five crucial states 
had been counted during forty-eight hours 
to indicate definitely upon which side those 
states had voted! 

it is unthinkable; and it is Indicative of 
a condition that demands remedy by con- 
gress. 

San Francisco and Los Angeles, for in- 
stance, two of the great cities of the United 
States, were unable thirty-six hours after 
the polls had closed to announce their offi- 
cial vote for president. Late Wednesday 
night, thirty-six hours following the begin- 
ning of the count, the state réported: 


“With votes from more than 100 pre- | 


cincts In Los Angeles, locked up for the 
night, 5,105 precincts of 5,917 in California” 
had been tabulated, and the political com- 
plexion of the state was in doubt. Califor- 
nia’s vote was sufficient to elect Wilson, so 
close was the contest at the hour when Los 
Angeles election officials locked up shop 
and retired for the night, while the fortunes 
of two political parties hung in the balance 
held by those ballots under lock and key. 

In Minnesota forty-eight hours after the 
polls had closed Tuesday night, Hughes was 
leading Wilson by only 800 votes, with 1,519 
precincts yet to report! Minnesota’s vote 
was relatively as important as California’s, 
and upon it the outcome could have hinged. 
More than thirty-six hours after the polls 
closed in Washington only 1,880 of the 
gtate’s 2,385 precincts had reported, with 
the final result in the state a matter of con- 
jecture. Forty-eight hours after the polls 
had closed Wilson was ahead in North Da- 
kota only 248 votes, with “179 precincts yet 
to be heard from!” Both parties were 
“claiming substantial majorities in the miss- 
ing precincts.” At midnight Wednesday, a 
day and a half after the closing of the polls, 
only 100 precincts of 625 in New Mexico had 
reported, and with Wilson only about 5600 


¢ votes ahead of Hughes! 


With telegraph and telephone facilities 
ramifying every section of the United States 
even the sparsely-settled desert regions of 
the far west and southwest, there is no pos- 


. sidle reasonable excuse for such delay in 


such a nationally-vital matter. 

Six hours after the closing of the polls 
in New York, Massachusetts and some oth- 
ers of the eastern states, the votes all had 
been counted in every precinct and the re- 
sults given the waiting world. 

In Georgia, with her 152 counties, we 


knew the result of the state’s poll before 


midnight of the day of the last primary elec- 
tion. A contest of vital interest was at 
issue and it occasioned an unprecedentedly 


~ heavy vote in every precinct. The Consti- 
tution at midnight of the same day had an ) 


extra on the streets announcing the result 
in every county, and with such a degree of

ton or New Mexico. The facilities for the 
counting of votes and the transmissal of 
information are practically the same every- 
where. Compared with Minnesota and Cali- 
fornia, for instance, Georgia has about the 
same population, but Georgia has more 
counties than any other state in the union 
except Texas, which renders the tabulation 
of election returns all the more difficult. If 
The Constitution could announce the result 
of the state’s poll definitely six hours after 
the counting of votes began, why this un- 
precedented, unheard-of dilatoriness in these 
other states where a national administration 
is involved? 

While we are not, in the absence of more 
complete information, attributing the condi- 
tion to anything ulterior, the fact remains 
that such delay at least leaves room for 
grave suspicion; and if there is nothing 
wrong in the whole business, the fact re- 
mains that the slothfulness of the vote- 
counters, the nerve-racking delay, certainly 
affords plenty of time and opportunity for 
tampering, whereby a final deficiency in 
such a close contest might be “supplied” 
from the ballot boxes in the three or four 
pivotal states “still in doubt.” 

It is up-to congress to prevent such a 
possibility by enacting legislation that will 
guarantee a prompt count. 


LIQUOR LOSES FIVE STATES. 

As a result of last Tuesday’s voting, five 
more states were added to the “dry” column, 
bringing the grand total to twenty-four. 
That is, five more states have voted that 
they want intoxicating liquor barred from 
their borders. 

But may they have it? Not so long as 
Uncle Sam, mightier than any state or group 
of states, continues in the stand that they 
shall not; not so long as the United States 
government shall 
liquor interests, 
sellers of the outlawed stuff and continues 
to place at their service all of the machinery 
of the mails whereby state laws may be 
nullified. 

This federal interference has conspired 
to make prohibition in Georgia, for instance, 
a misnomer; and it has had the same effect 
in every one of the prohibition states, and 
will so continue to do until it shall be 


remain an ally of the 
the manufacturers and 


stopped. 

But the moral fortes back of the liquor 
prohibition principle have every reason to 
feel encouraged, and there is no likelihood 
that they will permit their ardor to be tem- 
pered one whit by the fact that wherever 
they succeed in the enactment of a prohibi- 
tion law that law is simultaneously nulli- 
fied in its operations by the postal rules and 
regulations 

Nation-wide prohibition is coming; a fact 
to which the last election gave more pointed 
emphasis than was ever given to it before. 
Ouc-half of the states are now or record as 
desiring prohibition, and before very long 
sufficient pressure is bound to be brought 
to bear upon congress as to compel Uncle 
Sam to let them have it. 

Of the seven states in which prohibition 
was an issue last Tuesday it met defeat in 
only two. In Missouri and in Maryland the 
tremendous “wet” vote of the great cities of 
St. Louis—one of the great beer-manufac- 
turing centers of the world—and Baltimore, 
respechively, was 80 great as to overwhelm 
the otherwise state-wide “dry” majorities. 
But from all accounts Michigan, Montana, 
South Dakota, Utah and Nebraska are safely 
“dry.” 

That they will remain so—in so far as 
the states themselves may have a saf¥—goes 
without question, because John Barleycorn 
does not regain ground once lost. 

Anyhow, now that twenty-four of the 
forty-eight American states have signified 
at the ballot box their desire for prohibition, 
upon what grounds can congress longer re- 
fuse to let them have it? Why would it not 
be a capital idea for the present congress, 
during its last and short session next De- 
cember, to so amend the postal laws as to 
let them have it—let them demonstrate just 
how real prohibition would work!

Sleeping cars. ° 

“Exceptions: The sale of parlor or 
sleeping car tickets, or reservations in par- 
lor or sleeping cars, will not be made on 
Central Passenger association mileage ex- 
change orders or tickets issued in exchange 
for coupons therefrom; neither will inter- 
changeable 1,000-mile book issued by lines 
in Southeastern Passenger association be rec- 
ognized as valid transportation for the sale 
ot parlor car or sleeping car tickets, o7 
reservations in parlor or sleeping cars, but 
tickets furnished in exchange for coupons 
from interchangeable 1,00U-miie books issued 
by the lines in the Southeastern Passenger 
association will be considered valid for this 
purpose.” hae

W. T. Proctor Is Given

Of Electrical Control | 


The board of electrical control held a 
special meeting yesterday to consider the 
advisability of issuing licenses to W. T. Proc- 
tor for the operation of five companies to 
do business as electrical contractors. The 
board issued the litenses requested subject 
to the action of council on an amendment to 
the present ordinances controlling the de- 
partment. 

The request for the ruling of the board 
was made by the city electrician, R. C. Tur- 
ner, who had been requested by Mr. Proctor 
to give him the necessary licenses for the op- 
eration of his string of five companies. Mr. 
Turner did not know whether he should re- 
fuse the request or grant it, and for that 
reason asked for the ruling of the board. 

The plan of Mr. Proctor is to organize 
several companies under different names and 
be the only technical man connected with 
any of the companies. He stated to the board 
that it was his intention to run the alleged 
trust out of business in Atlanta. 

The board passed the following amend- 
ment to the ordinance regulating the issu- 
ance of licenses; “The person in charge of 
the work covered by the license provided for 
in this section shall not be authorized to 
serve in like capacity for any other individu- 
al, firm or corporation so licensed. In other 
words, the person passing an examination 
can authorize a license to be issued to any 
individual, firm or corporation where such 
person is in charge of electrical work done 
by such individual, firm or corporation, but 


such person shall not authorize a license to 
be issued to a different individual, firm or 
corporation. The business license shall be 
limited to the one examined electrician in 
every instance.” 

The amendment was drawn by the city 
attorney and will be presented to council at 
its next meeting. lt is very probable it will 
be passed.

IACKSON TO PROTEST. 
FLECTION IN GEORGIA 


eiciilinas Ballots Torn Up, 
and Many Votes Not 
Counted, He Says. 


Henry 8S. Jackson, national commit- 
teeman of the republican party from 
Georgia, announced yesterday that he 
would lay a protest in regard to the 
Georgia election before his committee 
and that he would contest the election 
if they saw fit to do so. Mr. Jackson 
claims that many negroes were denied 
the privilege of voting, even though 
they were registered, and that thou- 
sands of the republican votes were not 
counted. He declares that many repub- 
lican voters were not provided with 
ballots. 

“We should have polled 5,000 votes 
in Atlanta,” said Mr. Jacksoh, “and 
75,000 in the state. We had 1,000 ne- 
sroes registered in this county and ev- 
ery one of them voted the straight re- 
publican ‘ticket. There were 3,000 busi- 
ness men to whom I furnished repup- 


: 


lican ballots. I was informed that every 
one of them would vote the republican 
ticket. There were at least 1,000 others 
who vot the ticket here or tried to. 
I have affidavits to show that, in the 
second ward, republican voters were 
permitted to make out their ballots, but 
as soon as they passed on after voting 
their ballots were torn up and thrown 
on the floor.” 

Official returns from this county give 
the republican ticket only 1,311 votes.

Reports from Tech flats are to the 
effect that threee and possibly four of 
the Tech regulars may not get into the 
Bame, reducing the general effective- 
ness of the team and also reducing its 
weight somewhat. 

Captain Johnston, Tommy Spence and 
Hugh Mauck are not in the best con- 
dition and the coaches are debating 
whether or not they will be able to 
use them in the game with the “Thin 
Red Line.” Pup Phillips is also a little 


ff. in conditigg® »ut he is expected to 
et int th oe. 
It seem ain that Mauck’s injured 


knee will/miot permit of his getting in 
the game, the coaches deeming it best 
to save him for the Georgia game, 
rather than take any chances on his 
being injured in the Alabama fray. 

It is possible that Spence and John- 
ston will play, but the coaches are 
formulating their plan of attack and 
defense against Alabama with Guill at 
full, Shaver at half, Fincher at guard 
and Alexander at tackle, instead of the 
regular line-up. This combination has 
been showing such effective work 
against the scrubs as to relieve some of 
the coaches’ fears. 

Alabama in Shape. 

On the other hand, Alabama will en- 
ter the game in the best of condition, 
coming through the hard Sewanee game 
with no casualties and being driven 
into the night in preparation for the 
Jackets. 

Alabama offered a powerful] and un- 
wavering front against Sewanee, and 
Coach Kelly believes that he can get 
even more power from the team in Sat- 
urday’s game against the Jackets. 

The genéral sentiment prevailing in 
Alabama circles is that of optimism. 
Defeat by the Jackets is the farthest 
from the thoughts of the “Thin Red 
Line.” This optimism is reflected in 
the student body, quite a number of 
whom will seg tong A the team to At- 
lanta to witness the battle. 

The Alabama eleven will leave Tus- 


caloosa this morning for Atlanta, ar- 
riving here tonight. 
Comparing the Teams. 

A comparison of the two elevens 
physically would not be amiss. There 
is little to choose in experience and 
height, though it was certain that the 
Jackets would have all their regulars 
in, they would have the edge in both 
departments. 

n weight the Jackets have the ad- 
vantage. From tackle to tackle they 
weight 942 pounds, an average of 188, 
as against 886 pounds, an average of 
177 for the Tuscaloosans, the average 
from end to end being 187 for Tech and 
172 for Alabama. 

In the backfield the two elevens 
weigh about the same, a 162 average. 
The entire elevens show Tech with an 
average of 179 and Alabama. with an 
average of 169. 

These figures are based entirely on 
Mauck, Johnston and Spence not being 
in the game. The addition of any one 
of them would increase Tech’s advan- 
tage. 

But where Tech has the advantage 
in weight, Alabama is said to have it 
in speed. The Tuscaloosans are regard- 
ed to have one of the fastest teams in 
the south and make up for loss of 
weight in the quickness with which 
they are able to get into the fray, and 
they have no light ¢eam at that. They 
are expected to total more than Tu- 
lane did.

Armour a Magnate. 


Jonathan Ogden Armour, the distin- 
guished Chicago packer, plutocrat and 
baseball magnate, will celebrate his 53d 
birthday tomorrow, as he was born on 
November 11, 1863, in Milwaukee. Mr. 
Armour has been a baseball fan for 
many years, but he has had a financial 
stake in the American pastime only 
since last January, when he became a 
partner of Charles Weeghman, the 
lunch counter king of the Windy City, 
in the ownership of the Chicago Cubs.

opposed to Asa G. Candler, the demo- | 
cratic nominee, was delayed in his re- 
turn from New York and failed to get 
to the meeting. 

A telegram from Mr. McClure was 
read by Joseph T. Dabney, chairman 
of the meeting, stating that he expect- 
ed to srrive in Atlanta from New York 
on the Seaboard train Friday morning. 
In his télegram Mr. McClure did not 


say whether or not he would enter the 
race; but cautioned his supporters not 
to go too fast. “We must be sure we 
are right before we go ahead,” the tele- 
gram said. 

There were about two thousand peo- 
Ple at the Auditorium, including a 
good sprinkling of women and children, 
and the meeting was delayed for about 
a half hour after the scheduled time— 
7:30 o'clock—those~-in charge waiting 
for a larger crowd to gather. 

While the great majority of those 
present stood up when the proposition 
was made for all to stand who would 
vote against Candler in the election, 
little enthusiasm was manifested. A 
spirited harangue was delivered by Vic- 
tor Te:ry, bitterly denunciatory of Mr. 
Candler. Mr. Terry was not sched- 
uled for a speech, but volunteered to 
make one from the audience at the con- 
clusion of the opening address of the 
chairman, and was invited to the plat- 
form. 

Mr. Dabney, in stating the purpose 
of the gathering, reviewed at some 
length the causes of the alleged dis- 
satisfaction with Mr. Candler, dating 
it back to a time preceding the city 
primary, and carrying it through the 
street car men’s strike, severely criti- 
cising Mr. Candler’s refusal io take a 
hand in that dispute. He declared that 
he was assured of 6,000 votes against 
Candler, a test vote taken in the fifth 
ward showing 508 for any man they 
nominated against Candler, and with 
only five socialist and six Candler men, 
he said. He cited the defeat of Mayor 
Woodward some years ago as a prece- 
dent sct for bolting by the very “silk 
stocking crowd,” who, he said, were 
urging upon the working man loyalty 
to Candler now. 

The only other speaker was H. O. 
Teat. The meeting adjourned without 
taking any action at 9 o’clock.

Pliment to Hon. W. J. Harris, of the 
federal trade commission, a _ distin- 


uished Polk county citizen who has 
een honored by President Wilson by 
his appointment. 


Madison, Ga., November 9.—(Special.) 
The official vote of Morgan county 
gives Wilson 626 majority; Dorsey 623. 
The other candidates carried the county 
overwhelmingly. 

Griffin, Ga, November 9.—(Special.) 
Spalding county gave the democrats 
splendid indorsement in Tuesday’s 
election. The progressives were active 
and made an effort to poll a big vote, 
but were overwhelmingly defeated, 
casting only 116 votes. The republic- 
ans, who also had a ticket in the field, 
case 41 votes. The democratic presi- 
dential electors each received 835 
votes. 

Roscoe Pickett, running for gover- 
nor against Hugh Dorsey, the demo- 
eratic nominee, only received 39 votes. 
Philip Cook, for secretary of state; 
William A. Wright, for comptroller

HEADS RANKS OF U. D.C. 


$10,000 Pledged for Monument | 


at Birthplace of Jeffer- 
son Davis. 


Dallas, Texas, November 9.—The 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
in session here, today re-elected Mrs. 
Frank G. Odenheimer, of Washington, 
D. ¢., president general, and all other 
major officers, and gave their pledge 
to raise $10,000 toward a monument to 
be erected on the Jefferson Davis pirth- 
place at Fairfield, Ky. 

Although there were no other candi- 
dates for president general, twenty 
vots were cast by the Maryland state 
division against the re-election of Mrs. 
Odenheimer. 

Three vice presidents, a number of 
custodians and minor officers were 
elected by acclamation. The only con- 
test was that for corresponding secre- 
tary, in which Mrs. Arthur Walcott, 
of Ardmore, Okla., won over Mrs. C. L. 
Hamil, cf Dallas, 1,272 to 982. 

The crganization’s pledge to raise 
$10,000 for the Jefferson Davis monu- 
ment followed an appeal and an outline 
of the project of General Bennett 
Young, of Louisville, Ky., past com- 
mander of the United Confederate Vet- 
erans. The monument, General Young 
said, would cost $100,000 and would be 
a 350-foot shaft of granite. About $20,- 
000 has been raised, he said. 

Today business was given over prin- 
cipally to the election of officers and 
discussion of the executtve board’s re- 
port on two controversies. B 
adoption of this report, the J. J. Fi 
chapter, of Gainesville, Fla. against 
which charges of insubordination had 
been filed, was reinstated, and Mrs. 
Adelbert Warren Mears was declared 
the legally elected president of the 
Maryland state division.

SUSPENSION CAUSED 
BY ESCAPE OF FAY 


Investigation May Follow Ac- 
tion Already Taken in Re- 
gard to Arnold. 


Deputy Warden Howard Arnold, of 
the federal prison, was suspended from 
duty as the result of the recent escape 
of Lieutenant Robert Fay, a prisoner, 
information received by 
The Constitution last night from Wash- 
i#gton. 

Federal circles were deeply concern- 
ed Thursday over the report that War- 
den Freq G. Zerbst has been summon- 
ed again to Washington for a confer- 
ence with Attorney General Gregory 
and with the superintendent of prisons. 

The reported conference bears on the 
recent suspension of Deputy Warden 
Howard Arnold, it is said. Warden 
Zerbst would make no comment on the 
situation. 

It is further rumored at the prison 
that the suspension of Arnold is a*fore- 
runner of an investigation to be made 
here. Although he will not discuss his 
suspension, it is said that even Deputy 
Arnold is unaware of the charges on 
which he was suspended. 


FRANCE INTERESTED 
IN ELECTION RESULT 


Paris, November 9.—The American 
election is being followed with the 
deepest interest, the news having the 
place of honor in most morning papers. 
The commentators, mindful of the 
dramatic surprise of yesterday when 
the supposedly certain Hughes victory 
was turned into a possible defeat, are 
reluctant to commit themselves. 

The majority of the comment is sim- 
ilar to that of Stephen Pichon in The 
Petit Journal, who expresses the belief 
that the victory of either candidate will 
have little effect on American policy 
as far as the big suggestions interest- 
ing France are concerned. It is also 
pointed out that the present adminis- 
tration will remain in power in any 
event until March 4 and that many 
things may happen between now and 
then. 

The Matin remarks that while a vic- 
tory for Mr. Hughes might mean a 
more vigorous international policy it 
would disc mean a protectionist re- 
gime. The Matin comments that this 
change, whilé unimportant In time of 
war, might be awkward for French 
business interests on the return of 
peace.

CAR SERVICE RULES

Louisville, Ky., November 9.—That a 
revision of the car service rules of the 
country’s railroads is under considera- 
tion wage brought out in the testimony 
of George Hodges, chairman of the car 
service committee of the American 
Railwey association, one of the last 
witnesses to appear today at the hear- 
ings being held here in connection with 
an inveatization by the interstate com- 
merce commission into the exchange 
and return of freight cars by the rail- 
roads of the country. 

A revision of the car service rules, 
designed to correct certain abuses, had 
already been prepared, he said, and 
would be placed before a meeting of 
the American Railway association, No- 
vember 15, at Denver. He was not at 
liberty to make public at this time the 
proposed changes incorporated in the 
revision, he said. 

The primary cause of the existing 
car shortage, Mr, Hodges declared to 
be the unusual volume of export ship- 
ments, coupled with the irregularity of 
steamship arrivals, resultin in the 
holding of cars for long periods at sea- 
ports.

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 3 to 7 points in response to 
reactions aboard, but very soon steadied 
on scattered buying, which seemed to 
reflect the bullish view of yesterday's 
census figures and reports of strong 
spot markets in the south. After show- 
ing a net advance of about 5 to 8 points 


prices reacted slightly under realizing 
and the uncertainty over election re- 
turns seemed to be restricting general 
business. 

Offerings were well taken, however, 
while southern spot advices continue 
bullish, and the market developed in- 
creased strength around midday. Wall 
street, western and local traders were 
very active buyers for a time, with 
January selling up to 19.72 and March 
to 19.86, or about 27 to 31 points above 
last night’s closing figures. This car- 
ried Mav contracts back to within 3 
points of the season’s high record, es- 
tablished on October 26, and seemed 
to attract a good deal of realizing. At 
any rate, the advance was checked and 
closing prices showed reactions of some 
13 to 15 points from the best. Conflict- 
ing claims as to election results seem- 
ed to occasion some further irregular- 
ity, but the market showed more in- 
terest in spot advices and in yester- 
day’s ginning returns than had been 
the case during yesterday’s trading.

Sent to Take Places of Ger- 
mans Going to Front, 
Charges Minister.

Havre, November 9%.—Charges that 
the German government is sending to 
unknown destinations practically all 
the able-bodied men in occupied Bel- 
gium are made by Baron Beyens, Bel- 
gian foreign minister, in a statement 
issued today. 

Baron Beyens says: 

“The German government is round- 
ing up in large numbers in the towns 
and villages of occupied Belgium such 
as Alost, Ghent, Bruges, Courtrai and 
Mons—to name only the first to be 
victims of the measure—all men fit to 
bear arms, rich and poor, irrespec- 
tive of class, whether employed or un- 
employed. Hunchbacks, cripples and 
one-armed men alone are’ excepted. 
These men are torn in thousands from 
their families (15,000 from Flanders 
alone are sent God knows where), 
whole trainloads are seen going east 
and south. 

“The German authorities seek these 
deportations by pretending that it is 
the duty of the occupying power to 
make, in accordance with The Hague 
convention, the necessary regulations 
to establish public order and public 
life. They affirm that the unemploy- 
ed must not fall a charge upon publie 


charities and that 
they are employed has nothing to do 
with the war. Those who are really

Kansas City, Mo., November 9.—A 
petition enjoining the federal district 
attorney and “labor leaders” from put- 
ting the Adamson 8-hour Dill into effect 

as filed in the federal district court 
f Kansas City, Kan., late today in the 

ame of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe railway. 

The bill calls attention to agreements 
with train employees, none of which, it 
says, contemplates that the employee 
shall work a fixed number of hours, 
but that owing to the nature of train 
service the trip, in terms of hours or 
mileage, as preferred by the men, is 
the basis of compensation. 

The bill recites the circumstances 
surrounding the passage of the Adam- 
son law and claims that it is a mere 
arbitrary increase in wages. The law, 


says the bill, is unconstitutional and 
void because it is not a regulation of 
interstate commerce, that it is a mere 
experiment intended as a basis for 
further legislation, that it deprives the 
company of its liability of contract and 
right of property without due process 
of law and that it is unworkable and 
uncertain. 

The bill devotes considerable space 
to explaining why the company con- 
siders the law unworkable. It con- 
cludes with a statement that the rail- 
road is willing to guarantee employees 
against loss pending final decision as 
to the legality of the law. 

The court is asked to indicate what 
steps it shall take “by way of keeping 
special accounts, giving bond, or oth- 
erwise, for the purpose of assuring 
complete protection to all its employes. 
On the other hand, complainant says if 
preliminary and final injunction be de- 
nied and this complainant be compelled, 
under fear of penalties of the said act, 
to adopt at its own peril some con- 
struction of the act tnvolving the pay- 
ment of increased wages to consider- 
able numbers of its employees and if 
the act shall subsequently be declared 
to be invalid, the loss thereby sus- 
tained by this complainant can never 
be repaired in any way.
